Man sentenced 
for fatal crash 


A DRIVER who caused the 
death of a motorcyclist he 
mistakenly thought had 
been riding on the wrong 
side of the road has been 
sentenced to unpaid work in 
the community and banned 
from driving for 18 months. 

Adrian Fry, 51, swerved 
into the path of Karl Langley, 
19, as he tried to avoid him. 

Mr Langley, from Sutton, 
died in the head-on colli¬ 
sion on the A1123 at Hill Row 
Causeway in January last 
year. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard that Fry had been un¬ 
der the “misconception” that 
the rider had been on the 
wrong side of the road but 
admitted responsibility for 
the crash when investigators 
showed his impression must 
have been wrong. 

Fry, of Briars End Way, 
Witchford, admitted causing 
death by careless driving and 
had been cleared of the more 
serious charge of causing 
death by dangerous driving 
after a trial. 

He appeared at the court

last month for sentence but 
was taken to hospital after 
taking an overdose of medi¬ 
cation. 

The court heard that Fry, 
who had no previous convic¬ 
tions, had suffered post trau¬ 
matic stress disorder after 
the collision. 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth told Fry: “There can 
be no doubt that this tragic 
accident has had a signifi¬ 
cant impact on you but it is 
nothing like as significant as 
the impact it has had on Karl 
Langley’s family.” 

He said: “May I pay tribute 
to the family of Karl Lang¬ 
ley for their dignity in the 
way they have attended the 
court.” 

Judge Hawkesworth sen¬ 
tenced Fry to 225 hours of 
unpaid work in the commu¬ 
nity, disqualified him from 
driving and ordered that he 
take a re-test before getting 
his licence back. 


Michael Bromley-Martin, 
defending, said Fry had been 
taken to Addenbrooke’s from 
the court last month before 
being sentenced after taking 
an overdose. 

“Mr Fry has asked me spe¬ 
cifically to apologise to the 
court and, indeed, to the 
family for the inconvenience 
he must have caused,” Mr 
Bromley-Martin said. 

He said Fry was remorseful 
for what he had done to Mr 
Langley and his family. 

“There is nothing anyone 
can do, least of all Adrian 
Fry, to bring back Karl Lang¬ 
ley. Nothing that happens to 
Adrian Fry can resolve that 
wrong,” Mr Bromley-Martin 
said. 

He told the court that the 
situation at the accident 
scene made Fry think the 
rider was on the wrong side 
of the road. 

“This was a misconception 
by him, a careless miscon¬ 
ception,” Mr Bromley-Mar¬ 
tin said. “It was a momentary 
lapse of attention and judge¬ 
ment.”

Rise in attacks on 
ambulance staff

PHYSICAL attacks on staff at the 
East of England Ambulance Service 
have risen by 19 per cent, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

There were 232 physical assaults 
against trust staff in 2015/16, com¬ 
pared to 195 in 2014/15. 

Criminal sanctions were brought 
against 66 people in the last year. 

One of the attacks was on emer¬ 
gency medical technician Graham 
Hillman last October. 

He was called to attend to a 
drunken patient who lashed out 
and broke his glasses and then spat 
at him. His attacker was jailed for 
16 weeks and ordered to pay £125 
compensation. 

“It is one of the most disgusting 
things that one person can do to an¬ 
other,” he said. “Lashing out is bad 
enough, but spitting is disgusting. 


“It makes me more wary and re¬ 
alise that not everyone is grateful to 
see us or fully in control. 

“It is not the first time I have ex¬ 
perienced violence, but is the first 
time I felt it needed to be reported 
and press charges. 

“The sentence validates the view 
that this behaviour is totally unac¬ 
ceptable. We were off the road for 
four hours because of what he did. 

“As 999 emergency ambulance 
staff, our only concern for our pa¬ 
tients is to help them in every way 
that we can. 

“We should be able to do this 
without fear of being attacked, as¬ 
saulted or having our personal 
property damaged in the process of 
doing so.” 

Other cases include senior para¬ 
medic Dil Patel, who has worked for 
the ambulance service for 12 years. 
He was punched by an aggressive 
diabetic patient while in the ambu¬ 
lance, who also bit a police officer. 


And paramedic Lola Arch was as¬ 
saulted by a man last fuly during a 
call out. 

She was pushed against a wall 
causing bruising to her head and 
he threw a heart monitor at her col¬ 
league. 

She had to give evidence in court 
and he was ordered to pay fines and 
compensation. 

Chief executive Robert Morton 
said: “It is appalling that some peo¬ 
ple are violent towards our staff 
when they are trying to help and 
provide the best possible care to pa¬ 
tients. 

“There’s no excuse for attacks 
on our staff. One assault against a 
colleague is one too many and can 
have a devastating impact on indi¬ 
viduals and their families. 

“It is unacceptable and we work 
closely with police to ensure that 
criminal proceedings are brought 
against those who attack frontline 
staff.”

Girl raises £450 
for sick children

A KIND-hearted schoolgirl 
who has been in and out of 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital her 
whole life has raised £450 so 
“all the poorly children” can 
get better. 

Brave Ellee Handscomb, 
who turned 7 last week, de¬ 
veloped a nasty cough when 
she was just 1 which was 
waking her up every night, 
leaving her gasping for breath 
and causing her to vomit. 

Following a bronchoscopy 
when she was 5 she was diag¬ 
nosed with bronchomalacia, 
a condition where there is 
weak cartilage in the airways 
and when put under stain, 
they collapse causing her to 
choke. 

Ellee, who lives in Ely, also 
has a low immune system 
and already in her short life 
has had a number of opera¬ 
tions including the removal 
of her adenoids twice and her 
tonsils, an endoscopy test, 
sleep tests and some of her 
teeth out. 

Despite this, the youngster 
does not let it get the better 
of her and she decided she 
wanted to raise money for the 
hospital to help others. 

With the help of her mum 
Ashley and grandmother 
Lynn, she baked cakes which 
she sold in The Cloisters, Ely, 
and at Spring Meadow Infant 
and Nursery School, where 
she is a pupil. 

And thanks to her efforts, 
along with a pamper evening 
run by her mum at the school 
and donations from friends, 


Ellee smashed her initial £50 
target. 

Just an hour after having 
her tonsils out, she recently 
handed over a large cheque 
to Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust for Clinic 6 which treats 
respiratory patients. 

“It’s [hospital] become nor¬ 
mal for her,” said mum Ash¬ 
ley, 32. “She said she wanted 
to raise money for Adden¬ 
brooke’s because ‘she wanted 
all the poorly children to get 
better’.

“She’s brave and happy, a 
really lovely little girl.” 

Ellee’s condition now 
seems to be settling down 
and is being kept under con¬ 
trol by medication including 
three inhalers and daily anti¬ 
biotics.

College given 
‘good’ report

inspectors as a ‘good’ school 
in all areas after failing to 
make the grade last year.

Ofsted inspectors found 
that the college had im¬ 
proved the quality of its 
teaching across the board, 
with particular advances 
being made in core subjects 
such as English and maths. 

They also praised im¬ 
proved teaching methods 
and relations between staff 
and pupils, noting that: “This 
results from effective plan¬ 
ning, strong teacher knowl¬ 
edge of the subject material 
and how best to teach it.” 

The school also received 
“good” in areas of leader¬ 
ship, management, personal 
development, behaviour 
and welfare outcomes for 
pupils who were deemed 
overall to be making “good 
progress” with each of last 
year’s Year 11 pupils now in 
either education, training or 


employment. 

Oftsed inspectors also 
praised Mr Terry for effective 
leadership.

However, the national 
inspection group warned 
problems with attendance 
must continue to be tackled.

FROM expensive plants to pedal 
bikes and even clothes hanging on 
the washing line, opportunistic 
thieves love plundering our gardens. 

Nearly one in ten homeowners 
reported that they had fallen victim 
to a theft from their garden with the 
average value of the items stolen hit¬ 
ting £176.00 according to Allianz In¬ 
surance. 

Some of the real riches can be 
found in the good old garden shed. 
32% of thefts from gardens involve 
something being stolen from the 
shed with lawnmowers, garden 
equipment and general household 
tools making the list. But the bicycle 
is highly prized by thieves with one 
in five people who have experienced 
garden theft reporting a missing bicy¬ 
cle. The average price of a bicycle is 
around £250.

BBQ’s come in at an average value 
of £167 with nearly one in ten of 
people reporting theirs would cost 
between £200 and £4,000 to replace. 

But despite having such an expen¬ 
sive item in their back garden, 30 
per cent of people admitted that they 
don’t always lock their sheds.

Jail for man who 
shouted abuse 


A TEENAGE girl and a wom¬ 
an were verbally abused and 
threatened with rape by a man 
drinking on the streets of Ely a 
court heard last week. 

The man, Todd Germeney, 
32, of West End Close, Witch- 
ford, had been hauled before 
the courts previously for an un¬ 
related offence in which he at¬ 
tacked James Runcie, bestsell¬ 
ing novelist and author of the 
TV crime series Grantchester. 

At the latest hearing, Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates Court was 
told the girl and the woman 
had been walking near Oliver 
Cromwell’s House on St Mary’s 
Street on June 8 when they 
were confronted by Germeney. 

Germeney pleaded guilty to 
two breaches of the conditions 
of a Criminal Behaviour Order 
by using threatening and abu¬ 
sive words and behaviour and 
by entering St Mary’s Green. 

He also committed these of¬ 
fences while subject to a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence for a 
previous conviction. 

Germeney was giving a 16 
-week jail sentence for each of-

fence to run concurrently with 
the earlier jail sentence which 
had been suspended. 

But the court was told Ger¬ 
meney is likely to be released 
from prison in three weeks 
time, having been held in cus¬ 
tody since June. 

Germeney was also ordered 
to pay a £115 victim surcharge 
and £50 compensation. 

Prosecutor Margaret Mor¬ 
rissey said the 14-year-old girl, 
who cannot be named, had 
been walking through the town 
centre when she spotted Ger¬ 
meney at a bus stop. 

Ms Morrissey said: “She 
saw Mr Germeney who was 
shouting his head off near the 
bus stop at Oliver Cromwell’s 
House. 

“He had a can of beer which 
was open. He was singing and 
shouting.” 

The court heard that Germe¬ 
ney shouted at her “You like a 
bit of paedo” causing her to 


cross the road to avoid him. 

Another unidentified pass¬ 
ing woman also received a tor¬ 
rent of abuse from Germeney 
who threatened to rape her. 

Magistrates were told that 
Germeney then turned to the 
teenager and said “I will get 
you too.” 

Ms Morrissey added: “This 
caused her to panic as she real¬ 
ised she had to walk past him, 
but a member of the public 
asked if she was alright. 

“Her father picked her up 
and told the police.” 

In his interview with police 
Ms Morrissey said Germeney 
claimed “He was not drunk. He 
was sober. He was not shouting 
abuse... the witness had got it 
all wrong.” 

In mitigation, Andrea Clarke 
said: “Mr Germeney accepts he 
was singing Oh Carolina. He 
doesn’t accept any threats in 
relation to rape but accepts he 
was shouting.” 

She said Germeney had 
mental health issues and had 
been diagnosed with schizo¬ 
phrenia.

T HE AA has welcomed the change 
of heart by the Ministry of Justice 
in setting new plans for further 
reforms to bring down the number of 
fraudulent whiplash injury claims, that 
add at least £40 to the cost of every 
car insurance policy bought. 

The Ministry of Justice yesterday 
announced a consultation on 
proposals which, following the change 
of Government leadership, appeared 
to have been shelved. 

This is at a time when the average 
car insurance premium quote, 
according to the AA's benchmark 
British Insurance Premium Index, has 
risen by more than £80 over the past 
12 months. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's director of 
insurance comments: "AA members 
are rightly concerned about the 
upward pressure on the cost of 
running a car, not least the rising cost 
of insurance. 

"That there over 800,000 small 
injury claims registered through 
the Ministry of Justice small claims 
track last year, of which 750,000 are 
estimated to be whiplash injury claims 
which is, frankly, shocking. It's little 


wonder that the UK is shamefully 
regarded as the whiplash capital of 
the world. 

"We would particularly welcome 
capping of compensation for minor 
injury to £425, paid only on medical 
proof of injury; banning offers to settle 
without medical evidence and a more 
transparent tariff of compensation for 
more serious injury. 

"We would also like to see the 
banning of injury compensation 
altogether for very minor collisions 
and payment of compensation 
mostly in the form of care, such as 
physiotherapy, rather than all in cash." 

Lloyd said that he and others in 
the insurance industry, expressed 
dismay when early in October, the 


Government announced that it was 
shelving the reforms proposed by the 
then Chancellor, George Osborne, in 
his Autumn Statement last year. 

Last year, the AA conducted a 
Populus poll of over 20,000 AA 
members showing that 63 per cent of 
drivers had been cold-called by firms 
trying to persuade them to make an 
injury claim even if they had not been 
injured. 

Commenting on Government plans 
to crack down on whiplash claims, 
Kevin Pratt, consumer affairs expert at 
MoneySuperMarket, said: "Fraudulent 
whiplash claims - ones that are either 
exaggerated or completely fabricated 
- are a scourge, adding £40-£50 to 
honest motorists' annual premiums."
